, WaBhlngton, Nov. 25. — President 
John Mitchell ot the United Mine 
Workers, and Clarence 8. Darrow and 
H. D. Lloyd of counsel for the miners, 
mrrlved in Washington Tuesday morn- 
teg and later were In conference with 
Wajme MacVeagh. representing the 
Pennsylvania Coal company and the 
Hillside Coal and Iron company. The 
meeting was held In the room of Mr. 
Darrow in the Hotel WUlard. and last- 
ed for three hour*. After Uui confer- 
ence was over, Mr. l>affow gdnltted 
the newspaper men to hla room. He 
announced that nothing had been 
done except to go over the various 
propoeltlona which have been advanc- 
«d. He declined to state what they 
were, but Intimated that they wore 
substantially the same as thu»e which 
recently have been published, nanx iy. 
« 9*bour day, a 10 per cent Increase 
and yearly agreements with miners. 

Mr. MacVeagh refused to state 
whether or not he represented the 
coal companies, but Mr. Darrow said 
be did not think Mr. MacVeagh would 
wish to make a contract without con- 
sulting the other companies. He said 
that the main features of the propos> 
ed agreement had been about decided 
upon at Scranton, and that when a 
oomplete agreement Is effeeted. It will 
be submitted to the commission. 
When asked what would be done 
should some of the companies hold 
out, Mr. Darrow stated that in that 
event the commission would be oblig- 
ed to hear the evidence. 

Before leaving Scranton it waa 
learned the commission received a 
united telegram from the operators, 
ttsenting to the provisions ot the ten- 
tative agreement which had been pre- 
pared at the conference there. Mr. 
Darrow frankly stated that he did not 
think the present difference existing 
w«re of such a nature tha^ they eoald 
not be adjusted In a short time and 
said that a complete understanding 
between the contending jMUtles will 
undoubtedly be bad. 

Mr. Mitchell refused to make any 
•tatemeat He left Washington for 
Scranton. 

Independent Operators. 

New York. Nov. 26. — A number ot 
independent luitlir.-iclte coal operators 
were in session lu re and, according to 
trustworthy reports, President Baer 
of Reading was in conference with 
them. H. L. Fleming, who Is an of- 
ficial of the Anthracite Operators' as- 
sociation, speaking for the delegation, 
said that the independents were not 
here to ask for better terma from the 
coal roads, but that they did want to 
know why the coal road presidents 
had not given lliem a chance to pre- 
sent their side to the arbitration com- 
mlaaion. "The" Independents," Mr. 
Flamfnff added, "have stood shoulder 
to aboulder with (he coal road operat- 
ora and tl^eV- treatment of us at this 
time Is incomprehensible. We desire 
to appear before the commission and 
will show our books if necessary." 

Krupp PwMiion tystem teered. 

Berlin, Nov. 26. — ^The Socialist or- 
gan, Vorwaerts, In a page and a half, 
deals with what it calls the hypoc- 
risy of idealising Herr Krupp as a 
"ben«Tolen^kS*'^u8." The paper does 
not touch on the immediate charge 
which it brought against the deceased, 
but analyisea the pension system of 
the Krupp firm, which. It says, Is a 
("species d vaCned awiodling, " ad- 
ding: "The enormoua so-oailed benev- 
olent funds have been built up by 
compulsory contributions from the 
'amplogres, who could be arbitrarily 
daprivatf ifftjHUl^paUpn in the ad- 
Taat^kcea." Tknr ara rMiulred to oon- 
tribute 2% per cent of their wagee 
for 20 years before they are eligible 
to a pension upon disability. In the 
meantime if an employe is discharg- 
ed or resigns he losea all he has con- 
tributed, often exceeding f2B0. The 
employes are morally and economical- 
ly terrorlzfd and must in humility ac- 
cept every petty regulation of the 
itarm'a ofldala or loao 2% per cent of 
i t thvf teTO earned in the firm's 
service. Tkia UweotUm is applied to 
political tfj^tntoia irbara they become 
jknown."

^■lets the Riotous Keeling of the 
iitrikers at Hmyuuh. 

Baraaa. Nov. 25.— The street cars 
are running without Interruption. No 
further disturbance has been reported. 
Steps have bm ii taken to bring 
about a meeting between the strike 
leaders and President Palma. 

,Tl)ere were indications that there 
•irlll fedon a bmak In the general 
strike. Several of the bake shops 
opened and most of the bakers resum 
ed work, though the central commit- 
tee of the strikers was unyielding in 
its determination to continue the 
strike. Work along the water front 
was completely suspended. The may- 
or has Issued another edict calling up- 
on the strikers to preserve order and 
remain In their homea. The returns 
from the hospital give the total of 
persons wounded during the rioting 
of Monday at 106, of which number 
four were seriously injured. The 
strikers and one fireman ware killed 
Tueidajr aa thai 'result ot a collision 
between a nre engine and an electric 
ear. 

The strong show of armed force 
made by the rural guard in the sub- 
urbs of Havana, quieted the riotous 
feeling of the strikers. The police 
are now searching all suspicious per- 
sons and strikers who congregate in 
the streets dra immediately dispersed. 
The strike, however, remains genwal, 
so far as the trades people are con- 
cerned. No meat can bo bought 
and both ice plants are clos- 
ed, which has much food to be spoiled. 

A general strike Is reported to have 
been deelared at Cienfuegoa. 

Continental LInee Muty. 

New York, Nov. 26. — A more favor- 
able situation has been gradually de- 
vt'loi)inK rrct ntly in sliii)ping circles. 
There has been little improvement in 
the daaiand Idr ontbound cargo ac- 
commodation, but as to the west- 
bound voyages, the movement has as- 
sumed enormous proportions — witli 
any rate so far as the continental 
lines are concerned. The British 
lines also have shown some improve- 
ment, but their steamers are still 
coming this way with half cargoes, 
and in some instances, third cargoes. 
With the continental lines, however, 
it is not an overstatement that dur> 
ing the last month or six weeks the 
condition baa been one of unprece- 
dented activity. For the first time 
since they have been built, the big 
cargo boats of the Hamburg-American 
lines have come over crowded to 
their full limit with frolRhf. Other 
lines report similar conditions. 

We!l-to-Do Beggar. 

New York, Nov. 25. — ^Afti r admit- 
ting that for 20 years she bad been 
sending bagging letters to prominent 
people, including recent ones to high 
government officials, Mrs. Annie May- 
ers has been sentenced to the work 
house for six months. Agents of the 
charity organization brought about 
the woman's codviotion. They charge 
that she has accumulated consider- 
able property through piteous appeals 
to well known persons in society; 
that she lived a life of ease and spent 
parts of the season at the seashore 
and in the mountains. They claimed 
to have about 1,000 letters signed by 
the woman which had been turned 
over to the society by their recipients 
for the purpose of invesMRation. 

Election In the Yukon. 
Seattle, Wash., NoVj^^A spaeiai 
from Daw4on says thflHljjj^n is wild- 
ly excited over the erMMKf a mem- 
ber of parliament, the first in the liis- 
tory of the country. Ex-Guvernor 
Ross and Joseph Clarke are the can- 
didates. Dawson will go for Ross 
heavily, but Clarke is strong among 
the miners on the creeks. Roas Is at 
Victoria and will not visit the Yukon, 
while Clarke is on the stump, holuing 
meetlnga every night The fight Is a 
close one and Is being hotly ooataated 

Wsshlnflton Complete. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 25.— Complete 
official returns from every county in 
the state show that the average ma- 
jority given Republican candidates 
was 26,000. Hadley. Rqiruhlioan nom- 
inee for Judge of the supreme court, 
leads his ticket with a majority of 
26.862. The Republican caiulldates 
for congress, who are elected at 
large, have pluralitiea over Cotterlll, 
the highest Democrat on the .ticket, 
as follows: . Jones 24,692, Cushman 
24^T, Hn mphrey 24,042. 

In a Rec^ver's Hands. 
London, Nov. 2,5. — The Yorkshire 
Wool Combera* aaaociatlon, organized 
In 1899 with a capital of 19,676,000, 
haa sent a Areolar to its shareholders 
announcing the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. The failure is tlie immediate 
result of an overdraft for ?350,000 on 
the Bradford Dlatriet hanlji, ybich the 
Wool Combers' assodatlon failed to 
meet. The association has been in 
difficulties for some time. It exhaust- 
ed its Independent capital in an un- 
aifooessful attempt to boy aa import- 
ant independent firm.

Ident Castro, in an interview, said: 
"The revolution received its death- 
blow at La Victoria. In spite of su- 
perior numbers the rebels were de- 
feated and their principal leader was 
ooa polled to seek refuge in a foreign 
land. The remnants of his forces un- 
der arms are unable to supijort each 
other and are being closely pursued. 
I receive news daily of the disintegra- 
tion of Mato's followers. A campaign 
has been inaugurated against Barce- 
lona and Ctiidaci Bolivar for a strong 
and seasoned army which assures its 
success. I cannot Imagine that Mato 
will continue the revolution. What- 
ever efforts he may make will be fu- 
tile, and aa a man of Intelligeiiee, he 
must recognize that the sentiment ot 
the people ia against him and for 
peace. The government is resolved 
to execute In spirit and letter Its de- 
clarations contained in the i)r(iclama> 
tlon of Nov. 3 and to be liberal and 
magnanimous to its opponents, and 
the latter can have no reason to re- 
fuse It their loyal assistance. 

"The iKjllcy of tlie government is 
broad anti comprehensive and Its aims 
are proRi)erity and contentment. The 
government is disposed to forget the 
past and look forward to the futnre, 
which Is bright. Following the declar 
atlon of peace, the government will 
discharge its Just obligations and im- 
prove its condition and reorganise the 
fiscal system of the country. An ef- 
fort will be made to attract foreign 
capital, which is needed to exploit the 
rich agricultural, commercial and In- 
dustrial resources of Venezuela. We 
trust the United States will partici- 
pate in this exploitation. There will 
be ample guarantee for the security of 
funds Invested. 

"Venezuela entertains cordial and 
sympathie friendship for the Unites 
Skates and desires close relations 
with the United States, which has al- 
ready signally opposed the aK^rt^ssion 
of foreign powers. The government 
is confldenf, that convinced of the Jus- 
tice of our cause, the United States 
will render Venezuela assistance In 
her future difficulties. Well support- 
ed and well applied Monroe doctrine 
is of the greatest possible Importance 
and value. The motto of the United 
States should be accepted by the Pan- 
American nations, which should be 
bound in Indissoluble ties of comity 
and friendship. Questions with Ku- 
ropean governments can be settled 
amicably If they have the same de- 
sire for friendly relations. We, the 
Venezuelan people, united, patriots 
and courageous, form a force which 
will tenaciously resist any attempt to 
infringe our sovereignty or invade our 
territory. 

"With respect to Colombia, the gov- 
ernment of Venezuela is advised that 
there has been another invasion of 
our territory from that government, 
the seventh in three years. It is our 
earnest desire to avert war with Co- 
lombia, and we are prepared to ar- 
range for a settlement when peace is 
declared and the courts resume their 
tnnctions. ' The government will not 
Interfere In the asphalt or other sim- 
ilar cases. They will be settled In 
the light of the law and according to 
the facts. Venezuela will participate 
in the St. Louis exposition." 

Toledo Naval Cadets Resign. 

Columbus. O., Nov. 26.— The unsuc- 
cessful fight which has been made by 
the Toledo Naval Brigade. O. N. G., to 
secure control of the United States 
training ship Hawk, for at least a por- 
tion ot ^$iA year, and the esdusive 
use ot irhl(di, has been granted the 
Cleveland battalion, culminated in six 
of the eight officers of the Toledo Na- 
val Brigade tendering their resigna- 
tions to Adjutant Oeaeral Oyger. 
Lieutenant Commander WelbOn, in a 
letter to Adjutant General Gyger says 
the reason for the action Is that the 
officers feel that they ought to get out 
of the way and make room for some 
one rtsa who will have more tnflaenoe 
with adjutant general's department. 

Wounded Man Died.

Premier Balfour, War Secretary Brod- 
rlok, Lord Selbome, first lord of the 
admiralty, ImvA Roberts and Lady 
Roberts, l»rd Strathcona, the Cana 
dlan high commissioner. Secretary 
Henry White of the United States em- 
bassy and many other notable persons 
were among those who Joined in wish- 
ing the rolonlal secretary and his 
wife a good voyage. The couple trav- 
eled in the royal train to Portsmouth, 
where they boarded the armored 
cruiser Oood Hope and entertained on 
that vessel a party at luncheon prior 
to sailing.

approval of the plan to pay $2t!,770 ol 
taxes with (20,000. He testified that 
he had never seen Luke Wheelei 
prior to the calling of his ease foi 
trial, denied the conversations be 
tween himself and Williams, sworn tc 
by the latter, In which the details ol 
the scheme were alleged to have 
been unfolded to him and while admit 
ting slc;nlnp the $20,000 check, de 
clared that he did so In the regular 
course of business and not knowing 
for what purpose It was drawn.

The interior de- 
partment b.Ts received many reports 
charging the existence of frauds in 
the entries and Secretary Hitcheok 
will urge upon congress the necessity 
of prompt action In amending the law 
to protect the public domain from de- 
spoilers.

American Doctors Hold a Postmorttn 
Over Ellen Gore'a Remains. 



DEATH CAUSED BY AN AINCO QUI 



Anerlcan Consul General Seeiu to 
Avoid a Clash With the Preach 
Experts- Mb<-ritted KusalMi 
buitpeot Watched. 



Paris, Nov. 26. — ^The Independent 
postmortem examination over the re- 
mains of Mrs. Ellen Oore, made by 
the commission of four American doc- 
tors, appointed by Consul General 
Gowdy, at the instance of the state 
department at Washington, was made 
Tuesday at the morgue. It tended to 
establish the fact that Mrs. Oore did 
not commit suicide. The American 
doctors found that the bullet entered 
the pupil of the right eye, cutting the 
lower eyelid and emerging In the rear 
of the right side of the head at loss 
than half an inch elevation from tho 
point of entry. The body bore no 
marks at the entrance of the wound. 
Mr. Gowdy has ordered the physicians 
not to give any official opinion on the 
case. He Is si eUinj; to avoid a clash 
with tho French e.\perts. The report 
of the American commission will be 
restricted to the pathology ot the 
wound and the direction of the bullet, 
with no opinion as to the cause of 
death. It was obvious that the range 
was not greatly upward as at first an- 
nounced, but was almost parallel with 
the ear. indicating the theoiy that 
death was eauaed by an aimed 
weapon. 

The provisional release of De Ryd- 
zewski, the Russian, Is considered aa 
establishing the view of the FVenob 

authorities of the innocence of the 
Russian, but he Is still under surveil- 
lance. The American olP.clals do not 
expect that De Rydzewskl will be 
further actively prosecuted. Mr. Gow- 
dy received from the state depart- 
ment a request for Mrs. Gore's reia- 
tivis to take possession of her ef- 
fects. The burial place of the re- 
mains of Mrs. Oore has been changed 
to Bagaeux cemetery, owing to its be- 
ing unseetarfan. 



Improvemente at Colunnbia. 
New York, Nov- 25.— Columbia uni- 
versity's plans for the improvement 
of Southfleld, when acquired, at a 
cost of $2,000,000, have been made 
public in the annual report of the 
Alumni association. A new college 
hall, costing $600,000, and dormitor- 
ies, will be erected on the plot, which 
extends two blocks south of the uni- 
versity. Efforts are now being made 
to ralae the necessary funds. 

Cruleer Boston. 

Santa Barbara, Oal , Nov. 25.— Tht 
cruiser Boston has arrived here from 
southern waters. It is atatod that the 
Boalon will remain here two or three 
weeha for target practice and thai 
the New York and Marblehead are un

Letter From the Vict;m. 
Cli'vclaiid, Nov. 25.— A letter writ- 
ten by .Mrs. Nellie Gore, from Paris, 
under date of Nov. 7, has Just been 
received here by Mrs. J. D. Slater, the 
aunt of Mrs. Gore. The communica- 
tion contained no mention of Ryde- 
zewski, the Russian, but told of Mrs. 
Gores daily life in I'aris. Mrs. Slater 
said that De Rydzewskl was infatuat- 
ed with her niece, but she was certain 
that he had never proponed marriage. 
She said .Mrs. Oore had written that 
she feared him. Mrs. Slater further 
said that Mrs. Gore was the possessor 
of about $70,000 in Mexican money, 
and that Mr. and Mrs. Gore were the 
founders of »he American colony In 
Mexico City. 

Macedonian Acjitatlon Continues. 

Salonica, .Nov, 25. — In spite of tho 
comforting assurances that the Mace- 
donian agitation is ended, numerous 
armed bands continue to hold their 
ground in the lnaccessii)le disiricis 
and sporadic disturbances are con- 
stantly reported. In the last fort- 
night there have been four encounteri 
in the Strumltza district between Bul- 
garian bands and gendarmes .\ few 
on both sides were killed or wouudod. 
In two instances the vilhiKers fled 
and their homes were plundered. In 
another district brigands captured 
and plllat^ed a vill.-ice. The only re- 
sult of this outrage was that 27 of the 
villagers were arrested and bronght 
to Salonica.
